E. E. HYDE Perhaps a word of retrospect concerning each of these 
Eencipal facts may be of interest. 


For more than ten years past, teachers, departmental officials, and 
committees of various sorts have been meeting and studying to prepare 
courses of studies that will better guide teachers and students in the 
training of a well educated citizenship. A great deal of hard work has 
been done, much of the best of it without any thought of reward. The 
result is the curriculum you have just completed. We are sure that it is 
an improvement on the old. In any case it is the best we have been able 
to give you, and hope that as adults you will justify this constructive 
effort from which you are the first to benefit. 


Last September the Canadian Parliament officially declared Canada 
at war with Germany. Hitherto, Sir Wilfred Laurier’s dictum that 
“When Britain is at war, Canada is at war” had been our rule. For the 
first time in a supreme crisis the Canadian Parliament has acted for 
Canada. Ultimate sovereignty for us in foreign policy has passed from 
Westminster to Ottawa. 


These two changes are merely the high lights of a shifting political 
and social scene. What in the past were guarantees of human freedom 
may become today the means of tyranny and oppression. Values human 
and divine persist, but the expression of these values changes with each 
passing year. To live securely amid all this apparent insecurity calls for 
faith and understanding. To dwell unfearing in a world of terrors 
requires a high courage and a confidence based on eternal truth. These 
qualities have to be won by each of us for himself. They cannot be imparted 
by pedagogy. But together we have been busy during the past three 
years in an effort to make such confident understanding possible to each of 
you. As you, the graduating class of 1940, leave us it is our earnest wish 
that you will carry into the adult world the makings of a happy useful life; 
that the world will be more kindly and less cynical; more honest and less 
superficial because you are living in it.
